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LUCIANO BERIO began his musical studies with his father, later studying at the Milan 
Conservatory with Giulio Cesare Paribeni and Giorgio Frederico Ghedini. In 1954 he co-founded, 
with Bruno Maderna, the Department of Musical Phonology for RAI (Italian Radio and 
Television National Broadcasting System) which he directed until 1961. In 1956 he founded the 
magazine Incontri Musicali, conducting until 1960 the concerts it promoted. He has taught in the 
United States and in Europe, offering courses in composition at Tanglewood (1960 and 1982), the 
Summer School in Dartington (1961 and 1962), Mills College in California (1962 and 1963), 
Darmstadt, Cologne, Harvard University and the Juilliard School of Music in New York (from 
1965 to 1972). From 1974 to 1979 he collaborated with IRCAM in Paris and in 1980 the City 
University of London granted him an honorary degree. Luciano Berio has conducted the most 
important orchestras in the U.S. and Europe, and has an extensive and varied body of 
compositional work. 


ALDO BENNICI began his solo career in Bologna with the Bart6k Concert and he was 
immediately invited to join, as a soloist, the Israel Chamber Orchestra, conducted by Eliahu Inbal; 
following this he was, for four years, one of the soloists of I Musici. He has played viola and viola 
d’amore throughout Europe, North and South America and Japan. Often a guest of the major 
Italian orchestras, he has also appeared as soloist with the New York Philharmonic Orchestra, the 
Residentie Orkest of The Hague, BBC Symphony Orchestra, Kélner Rundfunk Sinfonie 
Orchester, The London Sinfonietta, Basler Sinfonie Orchester, Staatsorchester Stuttgart, ORF 
Symphonieorchester Wien, and many other orchestras. His repertoire ranges from classical to 
contemporary music, and he is best known for his contribution to new music. For several years he 
has been a member of the Artistic Board of Directors of the Orchestra Regionale Toscana. 


MICHELE LOMUTO was born in Bari where he graduated from the N. Picinni Conservatory, 
and the University. He continued his studies through master classes with the fathers of the 
contemporary trombone, Vinko Globokar and Stuart Dempster, and is highly regarded by many 
of the most important contemporary composers. In 1982 he was invited by Luciano Berio to be 
principal trombone with the Orchestra Regionale Toscana; he later left this position in order to 
devote himself to his career as a soloist. Michele Lomuto has given many premiere performances 
around the world in international Festivals. At present he performs frequently as a member of a 
duo with pianist Marco Fumo and teaches at the E.R. Duni Conservatory in Matera. 


ANTONELLA AGATI studied classical dance at the “Collin” school in Florence, and afterwards 
she entered the Fracci company. She later devoted herself to the contemporary theatre both as a 
performer and as assitant with Pier’Alli. She has performed at festivals in Avignon and Berlin, and 
in theatres such as La Scala, La Fenice and La Piccola Scala. Antonella Agati has been studying 
with Gabriella Bartolomei, who collaborated on choreography in various Italian cities, in Toulouse 


and at the Huddersfield Festival. 


ALESSANDRA BIAGIOTTI began her study of classical dance at a very young age at the 
Hamlyn School in Florence under the guidance of Gillian Wittingham. She later took master 
classes in New York with Madame Darvash, and at present teaches in Florence where she 
collaborates with Antonella Agati and a group of experimental dancers. 


MORGAN NARDI began the study of classical dance at the “Collin” School in Florence and has 
taken master classes in Cannes at the Rossella Hightower’s Le Centre de Danse. He took part in 
the Estate Fiesolana ’85 and, as a jazz dancer, in a number of RAI-TV shows (Italian Radio and 
Television National Broadcasting System).
